Proceedings of San Mateo County 
Supervisors. 

The wage scale in Sail Mateo county 
public roads took a jump Monday and 
and in the future the maximum for the 
laborers who work on pay will be $2.50 
instead of $2. The workers maintain 
that the price of living has increased 
since the earthquake and fire and a 
higher wage scale is required to meet 
the new conditions. The matter was 
presented to the board in the following 
petition which was numerously signed 
by the men who work on the roads and 
and in the quarries 111 the Second town¬ 
ship : 

To the Honorable Board of Supervis¬ 
ors of the County of San Mateo, Gentle¬ 
men : We, the undersigned, at present 
in the employ of the County of San 
Mateo, engaged in quarrying and crush¬ 
ing rock in the quarry located at Beres- 
ford in the Second township and in 
loading, unloading andd istrihuting said 
crushed rock on the county road in said 
Second township, do respectfully repre¬ 
sent to your honorable board : 

First. That there has been and is a 
general increase in the coat of living, 
particularly since the earthquake of 
April 18th, 1906; 

Secondly. That the increase in cost 
of living lias been and is now being met 
by the employers in this vicinity as well 
as elsewhere in generally increasing the 
daily wage of their employees ; and 

Thirdly. That the daily wage now 
received by us, which is similar to the 
daily wage in vogue before the earth¬ 
quake of April 18, 1906, has lost and is 
gradually losing its purchasing power of 
the actual necessaries of life as com 
pared with the purchasing power of 
these necessities which it possessed be¬ 
fore the earthquake. 

In view of the above representations, 
we, your petitioners, respectfully request 
your honorable hoard to grant us an in¬ 
crease in our daily wage and that you 
establish, as the minimum daily wage 
to he paid to us while in the employ of 
San Mateo county, the sum of $2.50 
per working day of eight hours, and 
that said rate of $2.50 per dny he appli¬ 
cable on and after September 1st, 1906.

District Attorney Bullock reported 
that he had been informed by Judge 
Buck that the courthouse hell which 
was one of the county’s ancient and 
most iuterestsng relics, having been do¬ 
nated to the county by J. V. Diller in 
the early 50s had disappeared. When 
the old courthouse was demolished by 
the contractors the hell was given in 
charge of the clerk and by him stored 
away to he again given a place of honor 
in the new building, hut somehow it 
had become mixed up in the debris 
caused by the eartquake and was carted 
off. Mr. Bullock said that the bell 
would he recovered and it was Judge 
Buck’s desire that it be presented to 
the Redwood City Fire Department. 
He asked that such action be taken by 
the hoard, which was done 011 motion of 
Mac Bain. 

Attorney Hall C. Ross presented a 
resolution which was adopted confirm¬ 
ing the recent courthouse bond election 
and the clerk was directed to publish a 
notice ottering the bonds for sale. 

J. J. Bullock presented a report of an 
election held at Lobitos on Aug. 11th at 
which the citizens of that school dis¬ 
trict voted unanimously in favor of tax¬ 
ing themselves to raise $250 for school 
repairs. The report was referred to the 
auditor to assist him in making the an¬ 
nual tax estimate. 

A. Martin, San Francisco, was grant¬ 
ed a license to peddle fruit and vegeta¬ 


bles in the county on payment of the 
annual license of $50. 

Mrs. Assunto Gianini of Colma peti¬ 
tioned for $8 per month to assist in the 
support of her three half-orphan daugh¬ 
ters all of whom are under the age of 10 
years. The petition was granted on mo¬ 
tion of Eikerenkotter. 

The petition of P. A. Roussel! for a 
rebate on his purchase price of. $205 for 
the old courthouse was taken up and re¬ 
duced to $105, it being conceded that 
the structure was damaged to the 
amount of $100 by the earthquake. 

A petition was presented by V. L. 
Kellogg and others asking that Belle- 
view road, west of Fair Oaks, from its 
intersection with Valparaiso avenue to 
the Welch road on the foothills, be 
closed, as the road had never been ac¬ 
cepted by the county or used by the 
public. The petition will be heard at 
the meeting on Oct. 1. 

Miss Tilton, the county superintend-j 
ent of schools, presented a report show¬ 
ing that 30,000 would he needed to con¬ 
duct the county schools during the com¬ 
ing year which would require a tax of 
18 cents. 

The trustees of Sequoia High school 
reported that the sum of $6500 would be 
necessary to conduct the school next 
year, which will be raised by a tax of 
12 cents, the same as the last levy. 

The San Mateo High school trustees 
reported that a sum equal to last 
year’s appropriation of $7500 would 
meet their needs, the tax for which 
would be 0 cents. 

' The three reports were referred to the ! 
auditor to he embodied in his tax esti¬ 
mate.
